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THE mark of the modern home is in 
the window treatment, and the fash- 
ion of the day in house furnishings is best 
reflected by means of new draperies. 

Attractive draperies, properly hung, 
will impart beauty to a room and con- 
ceal many an architectural or decorative 
defect. On the other hand, poor win- 
dow decorations may mar an otherwise 
perfect room by causing an ugly note of 
inappropriateness in style, fabric or color. 
No room can rise above its window 
decorations, and the 
wise home-maker 
who would get the 
best effect for the 
smallest expenditure 
of money will give 
more thought to hav- 
ing her window 
decorations ri ght 
than any other item 
of house furnishing. 

New draperies 
bring a satisfying in- 
fluence into the 
home out of all pro- 
portion to the cost. 
We are able to 
make changes in our 




houses more easily and with less effort by 
means of window or door draping treat- 
ments than in any other way. There is, too, 
a greater price range in draperies and dra- 
pery hardware than in many other articles 
in the home equipment field. You may^ 
for example, purchase window draping 
materials from 10 cents to $25.00 or 
more per yard, and all the way between. 
They may be made up at home, they may 
be purchased ready-made, or you may 
have them made professionally in a 
drapery workroom. 

It is possible to ob- 
tain maximum deco- 
rative effects with 
cheaper fabrics if the 
draperies are prop- 
erly planned, prop- 
erly made and 
properly hung. Of 
course, one enjoys 
more freedom of 
choice when cost 
does not have to be 
considered, but cost, 
fortunately, is not of 
great consequence.

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for windows we must remember that there are 
two major functions for curtains and draperies— 
decorative value and utility. Decorative value 
is governed by the room scheme. Curtains 
and draperies have boundless possibilities, 
restricted only by the imagination of the home- 
maker or the decorative necessity of the room 
scheme. 

In the field of utility, the functions of cur- 
tains and draperies are: first of all, to gain 
privacy; second, to soften and diffuse the 
light coming in from outdoors; third, to give 
maximum control of ventilation; and fourth, 
like any other piece of decoration, to accent 
and beautify the existing structure. With the 
trend of decoration giving more and 
more prominence to the drchitectural 
features of the room, this last is extremely 
important and must never be lost sight 
of. It is also encouraging to know that 
suitable Kirsch Drapery hlardware is 
available to meet every need of deco- 
rativeness and utility, no matter how 
intricate or discouraging the draping 
problem might be. For example, the 
new Kirsch Swinging Extension Rods, 
see pages 34 to 42, serve the functions 
of style and utility to the maximum degree.

When windows are ugly in pro- 
portion, the draperies are an excellent 
means of concealing this. A window 
treatment by proper management may 
cause the ceiling to appear higher or 
lower, improve the proportions of the 
window or give uniformity to windows of 
different sizes. hHorizontal lines give the 
room the appearance of having a lower 




''Ventilation'' 
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ceiling than it actually possesses^ while 
on the other hand, if the window is 
broad and low and the ceiling low, 
an eFfect of greater height may be 
obtained by hanging the draperies 
well up on the casing and extending 
them to the floor, thus giving a long 
vertical line, suggesting height. 

The design of the drapery fabric 
has its influence too. Vertical stripes 
will cause your windows to appear 
higher, while checks and large figures 
will make them look shorter. An 
abundance of figures in the decora- 
tion of a room will make it seem 
smaller — too much will create con- 
fusion and restlessness. On the 
other hand, rooms that employ plain, 
unfigured color appear larger but 
often seem bare and uninteresting. 
Success lies in ability to join both 
factors to suit the proportions and 
shape of your rooms. 

Window treatments may suggest 
an air of formality or informality in 
a room. Generally speaking, the long, 
floor-length draperies with flat vdl-

ances or cornices, or cornice poles, 
are formal, while short draperies with 
valances are informal. Other types 
suggest the various steps between the 
window treatment for the pretentious 
home and the simple cottage. Wood 
poles, for instance, may be used 
with equal success in formal or 
informal rooms. 

The demand for efficient, eco- 
nomical equipment for draw curtains 
has been met with Kirsch Extension 
Traverse Drapery hHardware, which 
helps to solve the problem of 
appearance and the problem of 
utility. On pages 15 to 19 you will 
see this drapery hardware illustrated 
and described. 

In the following pages you will 
find many suggestions for draping 
practically every type of window. 
These illustrations are authentic, 
modern and entirely in good taste.

DRAPING HINTS 



Glass or inner curtains, hung inside the 
window casing, should hang to the sill. 
Curtains hung on the outside casing, whether 
used in conjunction with overdraperies or not, 
should hdng to the lower edge of the apron, 
or to d point 3 to 4 inches below the edge of 
the sill.

There are correct lengths for draperies 
according to location, style of room and 
class of window, 

Sunrooms, breakfast rooms, small bedrooms and 
in such schemes as will call for simple effects 
in cretonne or similar material, draperies hung 
to the lower edge of the apron will be correct. 
In larger rooms having schemes of a general 
nature, side draperies of all materials should 
hang to the floor. Where windows are placed 
at an unusual height from the floor, such as 
piano windows, the draperies should hang to 
the lower edge of the apron only. In some of 
the more ornate decorative schemes, and par- 
ticularly in rooms of Spanish design, the side 
draperies may be sufficiently long so that the 
bottom ends will spread out on the floor. 

The splitting of material, or the practice of 
using half widths for side draperies, is 
usually prompted by a desire for economy, 
rather than by the demands of decorative cor- 
rectness. 

The correct width for side draperies is de- 
termined by the space they are to occupy. 
Their beauty is in their fullness and from 50% 
to 100% of extra width should always be 
allowed for pleating or shirring. 
Materials of average weight can be hemmed on 
a machine. However, if material is light — 
such as rayons, voiles, etc. — they should be 



hemmed by hand. They should also be hand- 
hemmed if velour or any deep-piled fabric 
is used. 

Where window shades are to be used they 
should be hung as close to the glass as 
possible. With the use of draw curtains shades 
are not a necessity. With two tier draw 
curtains on double hung windows, as will be 
seen in the many illustrations in this book, the 
light and air can be controlled to better satis- 
faction and with truly decorative effect. 

Shirred or ruffled valances are very suit- 
able in bedrooms, or in schemes using 
very light weight materials. The ruffled valance 
is correct in rooms of the cottage or informal 
type. 

In depth, a vatance should never exceed one 
sixth of the window length. They may be less, 
and shirred or ruffled valances of four to six 
inches on ordinary size windows are very 
effective. 

Cut ruffled material for ruffled curtains 
one and one-half times as long as the com- 
bined width and length of the curtain. The 
rufl^les should be 3 to 4 inches wide when 
finished. Allow one-half inch for seam and hem 
or picot edge. 

As a general rule all draperies should be 
lined, and when such silks as tafl^eta are 
being used they should be interlined as well. 
The work of lining and interlining should be 
expertly done. Like clothing, draperies de- 
pend upon good tailoring for their excellence 
of appearance. While there is an advantage 
in having this work done in a drapery work- 
room, nevertheless good draperies can be 
and are made in the home, and with good sew- 
ing, careful fitting and close attention to every 
detail in making, this can be done. 

Hooks should be spaced on curtains and 
draperies usually three inches apart on light 
fabrics and four inches on heavy materials.

Brackets for over- 
draperies and cur- 
tains should be mounted 
so that when the dra- 
peries are hung they 
will cover the entire 
window casing or trim 
both at the sides and 
the top. 



Bay windows may

than six to eight inches they should be draped 
as a unit. If valances are used, they should be 
continuous, thus tying the window together 
in an attractive, continuous efl-ect. 
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(A) Curtains or draperies when hung with 
heading hooks should always have enough 
heading to cover the rod.

Glass curtains are hung inside the casing 
where the windows are recessed. Over- 
draperies are usually hung outside the casing 
except where it is desired to leave beautiful 
woodwork exposed. 

Do not hang draperies and glass curtains 
on a single rod for the reason that by so 
doing you not only miss the desired effect^ but 
the arrangement and handling are awkward. 
You need at least one inch space between the 
glass curtains and overdraperies to have them 
hang properly. 

If side draperies are hung over the outside 
casings on double or triple windows or 
split widths on small windows, the way to 
eliminate the expanse of rod across the center 
is to use Kirsch No-Valance Side Drape Ex- 
tension Rods, swinging rods, swinging cranes 
or stationary side drape rods. You can in this 
way secure the desired effect. 

Hold-backs and tie-backs can be used with 
draw curtains when curtains are to be 
drawn by simply detaching them from the hold- 
backs or tie-backs. 

The "No-So" Pin-On Tie-Back Ring No. 
9339 offers an efficient, convenient means 
of hooking a cloth tie-back to a cup hook or as 
an anchor ring at the bottom of draperies. This

Glass curtains should present a uniform 
appearance on each floor on the outside 
of the house. 

The drapery hardware to support over- 
draperies for decorating French doors 
should be mounted on the wood casing above 
the doors and as near the outer edge as possible. 
Then, by hanging the overdraperies so that they 
may be drawn, the French doors will be free 
to swing and will permit the maximum light 
and view. 

Shirred curtains are generally used on 
French doors and are hung from the top 
rail, except in cases where privacy is demanded, 
when all the glass panels should be covered. 

It is not necessary to use an overdrapery 
over each mullion because ordinarily the 
effect is better on a series of windows when 
you divide them into fewer groups by means of 
the overdraperies. The continuous line adds 
length and grace to the general effect. 

Glass curtains and draperies should be 
weighted, since this will make them hang 
in more graceful and uniform Mds with a 
straight even hem 
line and the bottom 
corners of the cur- 
tains or draperies 
will be prevented 
from rolling or curl- 
ing. KirscFi Pin-On 
Weights eliminate 
the labor of sewing 
on weights. They can 
be attached at the 
most advantageous 
points after the cur- 
tains are hung. With- 
out any danger of 
damage, the weights may be easily removed 
when dry cleaning^ laundering or pressing 
curtains and draperies. 

Remember— All Kirsch Rods are flat, but 
not all flat rods are Kirsch.

Whenever it is necessary to mount brackets directly on plaster, rawl plugs or toggle 
bolts should be used, hloles are first drilled in the plaster to conform with the size 
of the screw and a rawl plug is inserted in each hole. Then when the ordinary wood 
screws are turned into the plug, the plug expands and holds the brackets securely 
and permanently in place. 

Should the plaster be too thin to permit drilling, it is necessary to use toggle bolts. 
If you have any installation of drapery hardware which must be put up on steel case- 
ment windows, plaster walls, brick, stone or concrete, the work should be done by 
or under the supervision of a drapery hardware craftsman.

1 INSTRUCTIONS 



IF you are going to buy plain cut-to-measure rods, determine where brackets are to be attached to 
I your windows. Ordinarily, you will fasten them to the outside of the casing. In that case, measure 
the distance "G" (between the extreme outside edges of the brackets). See Figure A. 

Determine the distance desired for rods to project from the casing. Be sure that this distance is 
enough so that curtains and draperies will not interfere with the window shades, if they are used. 

For cut-to-measure rods fastened inside the casing, measure distance "G" (between the casings) as 
shown in Figure B. There is no projection with such rods. 

If rods are to be traversed for draw curtains, determine whether cords will be more convenient 
drawing from the right or left side. When windows are over seven feet high, measurement from the 
rod to the floor should be given in order that sufficient traverse cord will be furnished.

Whether you choose Wood Pole, Cornice Pole or Atavio sets, the measurements required are 
the same. Ihe distance "G" (between the extreme outside edges of the brackets) is most important. 
Unless otherwise desired, the distance of each end of the rod or pole beyond the brackets is Mi 
inches. The bracket projections vary from 1 H to A 14 inches in the various sets. Determine the pro- 
jection you desire before purchasing your hardware. (If shades are used, take the space they require 
into consideration.) 

If Atavio or Wood Pole sets are to be traversed with Perfected Draw Cord Equipment, determine 
whether cords will be more convenient to be drawn from the right or the left side. In the case of wood 
poles, draw cords may be either inside or outside the brackets. On all traversed sets where win- 
dows are over seven feet high, the measurement from the rod to the floor must be given in order that 
sufficient traverse cord will be furnished.
